But of the nearly G million ballots 
cast in Florida, about 180,000 
were distjualificd becau.se the vot- 
ing macliine read them as showing 
cither multiple choices for presi- 
dent - or no dtoice at all. 

It is among those ballots that 
Gore ha.s his best chance of find- , 
ing additional votes in a hand 
recount. 

■Ihe Florida Supreme Court will 


hear arguments Monday, on 
whether the secretary of state, a 
Republican, may certify Bush’s 
930-vote lead as die final election 
result. Gore’s side has asked that 
the final result include the 
recounts under way or about to 
begin in three populous - and 
largely Democratic - southern 
Florida counties, where it hopes to 
find the votes it needs. 

If the jurists - a majority of 
whom are Democrat - order that 
, the final rc.sult include the 
. recounts, Bush could demand a 
recount for the entire slate. It 
would be difficult for Gore, who 
proposed sudi a course last week, 
to stand in the way.

• “Overvoted” ballots are more 
common than undervoted ballots 
in counties whose ballots asked 
voters to shade an oval next to 
their presidential selection or 
draw a line between the word 
“president" and the name of the 



candidate. 

In systems such as Florida’s 
Brevard County, optical scanners 
often can detect overvoted ballots 
before voters leave the booth. 
They ore programmed to spir out 
such ballots immediately and 
flash B message that voters have 
cast two votes for the same office 
and should get new ballots and tiy 
again. 

However, fill-in-tho-oval systems 
have problems of their own. The 
optical scanners can miss ballots 
in which the oval was circled or 
marked with a check or an X.

“Older adults have a rich base 
of information and a wealth df 
experience that may provide a 
buffer against the effects of pro- 
cessing declines,” Park said. 

“With age come growth and 
exp^ence, which can be useful in 
solving complex moral and <yw4^ii 
problems,” said Baltes. 

Consequently, the researchers 
say, people are at their peak 
capacity in their 40s and SOs, 
^ore the relendess slowdown in 
brainpower overcomes the bate- 
fits of maturity. 

“In middle age, you’re a little 
slower, but you know more," Park 
obsmyed.

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Controversial book creates 
stir with anthropologists 
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SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
“Darkness in El Dorado” earned 
. investigailve-journaliat Patrick 
Tierney a National Book Award 
nomination - and bitter criddsm 
from some scientists. 

The book alleges that revered 
gerotidst James V. Neel commit- 
ted acts of ethical misconduct, 
including starting a deadly epi- 
demic among South America’s 
Yanomami Indians in 1968 by 
inoculating villagers with a dan- 
gerous measles vaedne. 

On Thursday, Tieriey's appear- 
ance at the American 
Anthropological Association’s 
annual meeting drew hundr^ of 
anthropologists. Many dutched 
copies of “Darkness in El Dorada” 
“I understand the anger, and I 
do understand the grief people 
have,” Tierney told the crowd. 
“They feel I have destroyed the 
repumtions of great sdemists.” 
Epidemiologists, a Venezuelan 
Indian and colleagues of Neel and 
other men Tierney has criticized 
were on hand to challenge his 
research. 

"Hen^ says he spent 11 years 
researching his book, and it took a 
matter of days to prove some of his 


claims wen- not true,” said 
WWam Irons, an anthropologist 
who represented famed 
Yanomami ethnographer 
N ipoleon Chagnon, whom Tierney 
also accuses of misconduct 

Susan Lindee, who wrote a 
study of Ned's field research with 
atomic bomb survivors, said, “If 
you know anything about epidemi- 
ology, you know these things are 
hard to track.” 

Neel, a University of Michigan 
professor who died in February, 
WM not ‘Svarm and fuzzy,” Lindee 
said. “But he had integrity, and he 
was a fair pe rs o n ." 

Yvonne Maldonado, who has 
worked os an epidemiologist with 
the federal Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, said no 
proof exists that the vaedne Ned 
used could sicken anyone. 

While Tierney isn’t the first to 
accuse those anthropologists of 
misconduct in their research and 
r^tionships witli the Yanomami, 
Tierney’s work was given cre^bili- 
ty when it was published by 
respected publisliing house W.W. 
Nortpn and landed a finalist slot in 
the nonfiction category for a 
National Book Award, Irons said.

Heavy security frustrates 
trade meeting protesters 


CINCINNATI (AP) - Police 
barricaded the downtown cen- 
tral plaza Saturday and 
searched people protesting an 
international trade conference 
as activists chanted: “This is 
what a police state looks like.” 

At least a dozen people were 
arrested, taking the arrest total

European 
Union builds 
defense force 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP) - 
The European Union begins 
building its own defense force 
Monday, a 60,000-man rapid reac- 
tion corps some say strengthens 
European security and others 
believe could be the first step in 
wrecking NATO. 

, Just a year after the 15 EU 
leaders decided at their summit 
in Helsinki, Finland, to launch 
the process, EU nations will 
begin pledging troops and equip- 
ment for the new force, wlii^ is 
e.ssentially to be used for humarti- 
tarinn, peacekeeping and peace- 
making duties. 

Thu Europeans say they need 
this force to act in crises where 
NATO as a whole - and the 
United States in panicular - docs 
not want to get involved, Some in 
the United States and Europe, 
however, view the push for a 
European force as part of a 
French-led effort to dilute 
Washington’s influence on the 
continent. 

Javier Solana, the EU’s chief of 
foreign and security policy, says 
the Americans have no reason to 
worry, 

“By pulling its full weight, the 
European Union will contribute 
to trans-Atlantic relations by l)et- 
ter sharing the burden of securi- 
ty,” Solana said. “We are doing 
ivhat they have urged us to do for 
decades.” 

The United States says it sup- 
pons the EU’s foray into military 
affairs, -known as the European 
Seairity and Defense Policy, as 
long a.s it’.s done rigJii. 

28 die after 
insurgents clash 
with soldiers 

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) - 
Colombia’s insurgents killed 
unarmed townspeople and 
clashed with soldiers Saturday in 
widespread violence that report- 
edly left at least 28 people dead. 

The bloodshed came four days 
after ilie nation’s largest rebel 
group, the Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia, or FARC, 
froze peace talks with the gov- 
ernment aimed at ending the 36- 
year conflict that claims some 
3,000 lives a year. 

On Saturday morning in the 
eastern state of Antioquia, 50 
FARC fighters searching for an 
escaped kidnap victim killed 
four people in the town of 
Florida alter they refused to 
- reveal the location of the fleeing 
hostage, said army Maj. Sergio 
Perez. The fate of the escaped 
kidnap victim, who was not iden- 
tified, was not clear. 

The army also alleges that 
FARC combatants were respon- 
sible for killing l>eiween 10 and 
15 people inside a farmhouse 
Saturday morning in the 
Amioquian (own of Frontino, 
215 miles from Bogota. Army 
.\Iaj, Oscar Anzola said the 
rebels apparently believed the 
victims were collaborators of a 
rival right-wing paramilitary 
group. 

Some 50 paramilitary fighters, 
meanwhile, killed five people in 
the nortliern state of Cesar after 
accusing iliem of siding with 
rebels, national radio reported.

London pays homage to Oscar Wilde 
on 100th anniversary of his death 



LONDON - "There is only one 
thing in the world worse than 
being talked about,” Oscar Wilde 
wrote more than a century ago, 
“and that is not being talked 
about." 

Wilde would be pleased to 
know what a topic of conversadon 
he is today in the dty that simulta- 
neously celebrated his genius and 
committed him to ruin. There are 
a rash of exhibitions in London 
paying homage to-^i!dc on the 
, 100th anniversary of his death at 
die age of 46, ns well as a tribute 
to him at the former Reading 
Gaol, where he was condemned to 


two years hard labor for homosex- 
ual “gross indecency.’’ 

Wilde was a Victorian poet, 
dramatist, aesthete and fancy 
dresser, as famous for what ho 
said and did os for what ho wrote, 
and the centenary shows seem to , 
affirm one of his aphorisms: "It is 
personalities, not principles, that 
move the age.” 

The centerpiece exhibidon, the 
Bridsh Library’s "Oscar Wilde: A 
Life in Six Acts,” looks at the man 
and his development as a literary 
figure. Its tlicatricol opening, with 
a red velvet stage nmoin leading 
to on eJegont hearth, suggests that 


Wilde may have been the original 
performance artist. A champion of 
the aesthetic movement, he 
believed in art for art’s sake and 
his controversial life was itself a 
work of art. 

But does such a grand opening 
into the life of a man once so 
reviled by Britain hint at a coUec- 
dve sense of guilt? 

“People do feel strongly now 
that he was very badly treated by 
society," said curator Sally Brown. 
“But I don’t think it is just guilt. 
He was an extraordinary writer - 
on extraordinary figure worth cel- 
ebrating.’'

Palestinian officer kills Israeli soldier 


JERUSALEM - A day after 
Palestinian President Yasser 
Arafat publicly ordered ji hall to 
shooting a Palestinian police offl- 
ccr sneaked into an Israeli outpost 
in the Gaza Strip early Saturday, 
sliot dead an Israeli soldier and 
wounded two others before being 
gunned down himself. 

The assailant was an officer of 
the Palestinian Preventive 


Security service in Gaza, which is 
run by Mohammed Dohlon, a top 
Arafat aide and peace negotiator. 
But the gunman also had been a 
member of the “Fatah Hawks" 
militia that played a high-profile 
role in the first intifada a decade 
ago. 

The shooting raised doubts 
about the credibility of Arafat’s

Thu suspected 
causes for the leaks were a defec- 
tive wheel or blocked brak^ the 
magazine said, and then likely 
heat or sparks on the tracks 
ignited the oil. 

Officials declined Saturday to 
comment directly on the Focus 
report. 

"We can’t say anything at all," 
said Harald Hofmann, 
spokesman for the gendarmerie 
in Salzburg province, the site of 
the tragedy. “Everything else is 
speculation."

S o who will be in charge of the 
most powerful nation on Eanh 
come January? Neither 
George W. Bush nor AJ Gore. 
The new center of power in 
Washington will lie with the moderates 
in both parties - liberal-leaning 
Republicans and conservative-leaning 
Democrats who together will bo the only 
ones capable of .setting Washington’s 
agenda. A president will occupy the 
Oval Office, but he will be dependent 
on the approval of congressional moder- 
ates for almost anything he’d like to 
accomplish. 

Forget George W.'s proposal to use 
much of the government's projected 
budget surplus for a large tax cut. 

The congre.«ional moderates will 
whittle it down. Gore’s proposals for an 
expensive new prescription-drug 
scheme for retirees and for a new gov- 
ermnent-subsldized savings plan on top ' 
of Soctal Security will be similarly 
downsized. In factijyou can safely forget 
most of what the prc.tidcntial candi- 
dates proposed during their inter- 
minable campaigns. None of it matters 
. any longer. 

In the end, the moderates probably 
will cut the budget surplus into three 
approximately equal slices - one intend- 
ed for a modest tax cut, the .second dedi- 
cated to small spending Increascs'for 
prescription drugs and health care and 
die third to pay down the nation’s debL 
This isn t the result that Bu.sh or Gore 
campaigned for, but it’s a balance that 
most Americans will be coi lent with 
Foreign policy wUI be guided by the 
Mme moderate coalition in Congress. 

This means thot the United States wUl 
continue to use its military muscle with 
great reluctance but feel no qualms 
about using its economic mu^e unilat- 
erally when the nation’s economic inter- 
ests are at stake. The White House and 
Congre.ss will continue to back free 
trade while imposing dutie.s on specific 
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imports that undercut the prices of 
domestic producers. 

The Treasury, carefully overseen by 
Congress, will continue to tell the 
International Monetary Fund what to 
do. 'There will be scam support for 
foreign aid or debt relief for poor 
nations. 

Meanwhile, economic policy will shift 
entirely to the Federal Reserve ^ard. 

, Years ago, the economy’s speed was reg- 
ulated by two levers - one fiscal, run 
largely by the White House, and die 
other monetary, run by the Federal 
Reserve. 

But fiscal policy all but vanished 
when the Clinton administradon 
resolved to reduce the nadon’s deficit. 
The government that takes control next 
jMuary won’t oven remember where 
the fiscal lever can be found. Thus will 
>Uan Greenspan, the Fed’s powerful 
chairman, be in complete charge of the 
nation s economy and, indirecUy, of the 
global economy. 

Power to resolve any pardciiJarly con- 
troversial public issue wiU shift to the 
federal courts. 

The weakened poUdcal branches will 
be neither willing nor able to ded with 
quesdons involving privacy, 
abordon, affirmative action or the rights 
~ of employees or people with disabilities. 

It s worth noting, by the way, that any 
now nominee to the bench will need to 
be acceptable to the congressional mod- 
erates, who will block potential judges 
espousing extreme views about the 
Constitution. 

Most important, no large-scale initia- 
tive will emanate from the White House 
or Congress. 

No large vision will be advanced call- 
ing upon the American people to alter

Canyonlands need monument status 

Lot me explain why I .support the pro- 
posed Owyhee-Bruneau Canyonlands 
National Monument. 

. Several years ago, I wasperched on a • 
tiny plateau 500 feet above the raging 
Jarbidge River, trying to capture the 
impossibly dramatic relief on film, when 
a sudden clattering of hooves startled 
me. Five bigltom ewes, followed by their 
incredibly stout ram, thundered reckless- 
ly down a steep draw, passing not 20 feet 
from me. 

Tlte canyonlands of southwestern 
Idaho have provided me many wonderful 
memories, and I have always considered 
the.se c^yons to be my own private 
recreation area. It was hard to imagine it 
as anything else. 

I f(X)lishly believed it would remain 
wild and senme forever. However, not 
long after being surprised by the 

bi^oms, then-Sen. Dirk Kempthome 

had a surprise of his own whdii he 
sneaked a small rider onto on enormous 
and otherwise unrelated piece of legisla- 
tion, greatly expanding a military bomb- 
ing range into the far reaches of the 
canyonland w^derness.1 realized that 

-these Owyhee-Bruneau canyonlands 

which seemed so vast, wild and unchang- 
ing, were actually quite vulnerable. 

There was no guarantee these lands 
would stay pristine; in fact, as the bomb- 
mg range showed, it appeared likely they 
would be desecrated. Until now. 

_ Conservationists and outdoorsmen, 

including river runners, hunters, fisher- 
men, backpackers and photographers 
have proposed an Owyhee-Bruneau 
Canyonlands National Monument that 
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would preserve this unique landscape 
composed of 700.000 acres of wilderness 
study areas and 288 miles of recommend- 
ed Wild and Scenic River canyons. It 

would preserve the creeks and riv ers 

that are home to redband trout, the rhyo- 
lirc canyons and their bi^om sheep, and 
the sagebrush steppes habitat of the dis- 
appearing sage grouse. And, of course, 
the monument would continue to allow 
livestock grazing, river running, hunting 
and fishing on the land. 

We must realize the proposal does not 
want to change the natui'e of these public 
lands. It simply wants to ensure they are 
preserved from further military land 
pibs, proliferation ol" 'airies and hog 
factories. Please support the Oi^hee- 
Bruneau Canyonlands National 
Monument and save this priceless Idaho 
treasure that so many of us have come to 
love.

Networks: Slow down and dig out 


I f anyone ever wanted an 
example of how much mis- 
chief could be made by an 
election night tnl^fakA by 
the media, you’re watch- 
ing-it unfold. 

Much of the tone of coverage 
these days, particularly the 
Republic spin, is chat George 
W. Bush may have his viaory 
snatdied away from him. 

Wait a minute. When exactly 
did Bush win the presidency and 
who said so? Why, of course, all 
thejrv networks said so in rapid 
suqcession after 2 am. on elec- 
tion night, and many new^pers 
co()fifmed it the next morning - 
not to mention dozens of Web 
sites. But didn’t everyone take it 
ba^ as fast os they could and say 
that the election was too close to 
c^P So nobody really won yet? 
Noyr you get a sense of the 
mq^-related confusion. 

Actually, it is getting even 
worse for the media, if that’s pos- 
sible- Because now it looks like 
the ifush to judgment in the wee 
boun of Wednesday was a stam- 
led by Fox News, the first to 
give Florida and the election to 
Bu^ Fox's call was influenced 
by a cousin of Bush who was a 
key p^dpant on the networic’s 
"de<^on desk” team and who 
was also reportedly in fireqtient 
tou^ with Bush on election 
night, letting him know how the 
vora was shaping up. 

Here we are, deep into the 
overtime period of rampnign 
2000, and there have only been 
srattered words of regret from 
representatives of powerful net- 
works widely seen as arrogant In 
an fra vdien apologia seem to 
cbme cheap, hill-tIutMted “Fm 
sorry" speeches from network 
big s have be en rare. 



causes: fatigue and eagerness. 
And it’s in the latter area that 
revelations about John Ellis, 
Bush’s cousin, at Fox News are 
espedally damaging. Fox is say- 
ing Ellis was not the ultimate 
decision maker, but that he’s still 
being investigated for possible 
disdplinary action. Isn’t that the 
kind of double-talk usually derid- 
ed by reporters? 

It was Fox that made the break 
with the pack and called the race 
for Bush at 2:16 am., with all 
other networics following within a 
few minutes. Executives at other 
networks deny they made the 
coll to catch up with Fox, but it’.s 
hard to imagine in such a super- 
competitive environment that it 
would have been possible to 
resist In any event no network 
did. 

Some network anchors and 
executives have tried to MnmA 
VNS for the errors. This is disin- 
genuous since the networks have 
all choseivto use VN^ saving 
themselves millions of dollars, 
and then add their own decision 
tnixmoSterS in maUng the final 
judgment So everyone hod a 
group that used VNS numbers 
and then, independently, made 


faulty calls. 

So fiir, no network people have 
suggested they will stop c^liiig 
races. That won’t happen 
because the networks believe, 
legitimately, that voters want to 
know wfro won before all the 
votes are counted And even if 
one network tried this, it would 
surely lose viewers to rivals who 
stayed with the practice. 

At the least, networks should 
pledge not to make calls until all 
polls In a state arc closed This 
would only constrain them 
briefly in the small number of 
states spht between time zones. 
Netwoiic reluctance on this 
speaks to pure stubbonuicss. 

It will take time for networks 
to win back the trust of viewers 
that was lost this election night. 
Some anchors and executives 
have made a start by acknowl- 
edging the mistakes of a wild 
night, but much more needs to be 
said ■ 

Even more importantly, 
aete steps must be taken - a vol- 
untary bm on calling any races 
while any pollsin a state are 
open would be a good start. 
Beyond that, the networks have 
to find ways to commit to doing 
what they are all saying - making 
coils more slowly and carefully.

I’AUL - Winter has come 
early to Mini-Cassia, and many 
area beet farmers have been 
hurt by the unseasonably cold 
weaiher. 

Aboui 4,400 acres of heels in 
the area still have not been har- 
vested, and without a break in 
the weather, many of I'-ose 
beets will be unrecoverable, 
siiid Blaine Cook, a grower and 
partner with Mainline Randies 
in Minidoka. 

Four-hundred of the 2.400 
acres at Mainline still need to 
be harvested. Cook siiid, 

"Right now. we can’t dig,” 
Cook said. “If this weather 
would moderate, we ciniUI har- 
vest." 

Frost has permeated the 
ground, freering masses of soil 
info solid dumps, and also freez- 
ing soil to the beets. Because 
harvesting equipment differen- 
tiates beets from dirt based 
exclusively on size, an unman- 
ageable amount of dirt is being 
loaded into trucks with the 
beets. 

The siinie problem exists at 
Amalgamated Sugar, said Paul 
factory superinceiideni Alan 
Swenson. Beet-sized hunks of 
frozen din are not separated 
from the beets by most of the 
equipment, he sttid. 

"It’s just a big frozen chunk of 
something to the equipment,'’ 
he said. 

Loads of beets that are 50 per- 
cent dirt are arriving at the fac- 
tory, Swenson s,iid, noting that 
occasionally ,i load of closer to 
80 percent din will show up. 

The equipment usually deals 
willi loads that are 4 to 10 |>er- 
cent dirt, he said. They can han- 
dle about one-third of the load 
at 20 percent dirt. 

".My concern is that we get 
beets chat are processtihle," he 
said. “We Itave some limitations 
at the factory. We can’t make a 
.silk purse out of n sow’s ear,’’ 

Four nr five consecutive days 
with lemperacures in the 40s 
during the day iiiul the 20s dur- 
ing the night would thaw tlie 
soil enough to allow for luin'est- 
ii. .ig.iin, C->ok said. 

■‘Tiiut’s what the normals are 
for this lime of year." he said. 
“But that's not a guarantee that 
We’re going to gel them." 

The current five-day weather 
forecast calls for partly cloudy 
skies with high temperatures 
ranging from the high 30s to low 
50s ami low temperatures dip- 
ping down to the teens. 

If the weather does cooperate, 
then most growers would be 
able to harvest between 75 ami 
100 acres each <lay, C'ook said, 
So a week of good weather 
would solve the problem for 
most of tile growers.

Soda Springs fights dmgs with dog 


POCATELLO (AP) - Although 
Soda Springs is a small spot on 
the map, its police officers smtis- 
tlcally outpace all of Idaho's 
other departments for dfug 
orreas. 

Most importantly, they arc 
catching the dealers and drug 
traffickers who frequent U.S. 
Highway 30. 

.• The department started the 
Soda Springs Narcotic 
Investigation Force, which was 
only one man and a dog named 
Jet in 1996. But four years later, 
four officers are part of SNIP 
and the program is working, 
despite limited funding and 
manpower. 

Officers have an ability to 
chat with motorists, but with 
that they made more than 165 
drug busts in 1999. This year 
they have already made 130 
arrests and charged criminals 
with more than 200 dnig-relaied 
offenses. 


For a larger town that is not a 
huge number, but for Soda 
Springs with a population of 
about 3.500 it is significant, said 
police Sgi. Jon Bunderson. 

How do officers from a small 
town in Caribou County do it? It 
is not magical, Bunderson said. 

“You can call it progressive 
law enfoi^ment but it’s not 
complicated, there’s no big 
secret. We’re doing our job and 
we pay attention." 

If motorists drives erratically, 
CTosses the center line, speeds or 
commits other offenses, they are 
pulled over, Bunderson said. 

After that, it is just a matter of 
asking "Are you carrying any 
drugs today?” 

And they notice things like 
lots of cigarene lighters or piles 
of air fresheners, not illegal but 
an indication that drugs might 
be on board. 

— In the past few years, statisti- 
cally, it looks as though drugs 


have inundated Soda Springs 
and bcln counters at state law 
enforcement called to find out 
just what the problem is. 

“In a comparison per 1,000 
people we were No. 1 in the 
state for repwried drug offenses 
in 1999," Bunderson said. “I 
could see how it looks but they 
get statistics from the work 
we’re doing.” 

Officers recognize that 
Higliway 30 is a corridor for traf- 
fickers moving dope from east 
and west, through the center of 
town. 

Jet. a 5-year-old black 
Labrador, often is put to u.se to 
sniff out the vehicles. 

“Sometimes I wonder, ’What 
did I miss before we started 
this?’ ’What are we missing 
now?' and that keeps me going,” 
Bunderson said, "'Hie more cars 
wc stop, the better chance we 
have," 


Lawmaker disputes call to slice funding 


LEWISTON (AP) - House 
Majority Leader Frank Brunccl 
is leading imerfercnce for Lewis- 
Clark State College, suggesting 
the public was misled about 
funding for a proposed campus 
activity center there. 

“It was our understanding that 
we had a deal," the Lewiston 
legislator said to the Slate Board 
of Education ar their Friday 
meeting on campus. "There is 
significant enthusiasm in our 
community for this much-needed 
fadliiy." 

"We’re under a little bit of 
economic strc.ss right now. But 
support is strong because we 
think IXl will help us adjust to 
remain a viable part of the state. 
And this building is important to 
LC and the community." 

- Board members have been 
asked to reject a proposal by the 


state Permanent Building Fund 
Advisory Council that would 
slash funding for the proposed 
campus center from $13 million 
to $8.5 million. Total cost is $16.4 
million, and $3.5 million already 
has been raised from student 
fees and community donations. 

The building council suggest- 
ed in its Nov. 7 meeting Lewis- 
Clark should cither scale back 
the project or raise additional 
money from the community. 
School offidals contend neither 
suggestion is reasonable. 

Paul Durant of Lewiston was 
newly appointed to the building 
council in September and said 
the suggestion to cut back fund- 
ing was a surprise to him. 

Council Chairman Glen 
Arrington of Twin Falls pro- 
posed cutting Lcwis-Clark’s 
funding and he was supported 


by Rep. Dolores Crow of Nampa, 
House Revenue and Taxation 
chairman. 

Durant said Arrington appar- 
ently think.s the project is too 
large for the community and 
Crow believes it should ^ fund- 
ed locally. 

The state board was not 
reijuired to vote on the council’s 
recommendation, but only 
review it before it is passed 
along to Gov. Dirk Kempthorne 
and the Legislature .during the 
coming session. 

But both Education Board 
member Jim Hammond of Post 
Falls and chairman Tom Boyd of 
Genesee expressed strong sup- 
port for the project. 

“Wc will endeavor to follow 
through on this because there 
are a lot of people concerned 
about it," said Boyd.

Wade cast the tic-breaking vote 
to keep “Rebels” as the name of 
school teams, but trustees then 
decided to drop “Rodney 
Rebel,” a mustachioed cartoon 
character in boots, bandana and 
a feathered cap, as mascot. 

A committee will now choose a 
new symbol to present to the 
trustees in January. Possibilities 
include a bear, a wolf and a 
desert tortoise. 

Seven years ago, the school 
banned the use of the 
Confederate flag at school ath- 
letic events. 

The school adopted the sym- 
bols because of the region’s nick- 
name, “Utah’s Dixie,” which 
stems from the Mormon pio- 
neers’ attempts to farm cotton in 
southwestern Utah. 

Friday’s decision was only 


reached after extensive debate, 
and Wade prefaced his vote by 
saying he believes it would be 
better to change the nickname. 

But he said be was swayed by 
the results of an unscientific sur- 
vey. 

Of the 586 students that 
responded, 70 percent said they 
wanted to keep the mascot. A 
survey of 125 alumni revealed 
81 percent of those polled pre- 
ferred to keep the mascot. 

Kelly Kendall, president of the 
Alumni Association, said a 
“silent majority” of alumni 
would actually support a mascot 
change. 

But Wade said the school 
could not let decisions be “made 
by a silent majority.” 

The same unofficial survey 
showed that of 65 college 
employees, 77 percent wanted to 
adopt a different mascot. 

“Rodney Rebel is a thinly dis- 
guised Confederate soldier, and 
this, combined with our very 
name "Dixie," sends a dear mes- 
sage to most people outside of 


southern Utah," English 
Professor Louise Exccll wrote in 
an online discussion group. 
“Rodney Rebel is an in-your- 
face declaration of the school’s 
desire to associate itself with a 
radst past.” 

Wendi Prince, president of the 
Student Executive Council, dis- 
puted that argument, saying she 
asked black students on campus 
how they felt. 

“They asked me, 'Would we 
be playing for the rebels if we 
were offended?”’ Prince said. 

She also asked where the 
money to convert every note- 
book, costume and sign would 
come from in the face of looming 
tuition hikes. 

Trustees Marilyn Arnold said 
students do not have enough 
experience outside Utah to wit- 
ness the negative reactions to 
the mascot that faculty and 
alumni face. 

A similar debate has been rag- 
ing for years at the University of 
Mississippi over that school’s use 
of the Confederate flag. 


Camera spots flushed marijuana in sewer

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New hospital opens in Wood River Valley Man a 


HAILEY (AP) - St. Luke’s 
Wood Ri\-er Medical Center south 
of Kecchum opened its doors on 
Saturday, while two existing pu^ 
lie Ifospiials in Hailey and Sun 
Valley dose down after years of 
service. 

The new $32 million, 110,000- 
square-foot facility is a non-profit 
hospital with a full range of 
health care services. In 1995, pub- 
lic offidals who operated the two 
aging buildings invited St. Luke’s 
Regional Medical Center of Boise 
to town. 

“’niis is an exciting time for the 


health of this community,” said 
Jon Moses, chief executive ofHcer 
of the new hospital. "It's taken a 
lot of hard work and dt^cation, 
but today, we truly become a pan 
of the St. Luke’s family.” 

More than 40 primary care and 
specialty physicians arc on the 
medical staff, induding general 
surgeons, obstetridan-gynecolo-

St. Luke's and the Hailey 
Medical Clinic have converted 
Hailey’s emergency department 
into an urgent care center. 


The new clinic will not provide 
the level of service required for 
trauma, heart attack or mojor 
emergency victims.

Washington senate race remains undecideid 


OLYMPIA, Wash. (AP) - The 
tight U.S. Senate race in 
Washington got even tighter 
Friday night, as returns from 
King County brought 
Democratic challenger Maria 
Cantwell to within 1,765 votes of 
Republican incumbent Slade 
Gorton. 

The race remained too close 
to call with more than 50,000 
votes left to count. 

As of Friday night, Gorton 
had 1,165.927 votes; Cantwell 
had 1,164,16? and Libcrterian 
Jeff Jared had ii2,127. 

Gorton and Cantwell kept out 
of the spotlight as the votes 
were counted this week. But the 
mood at the Cantwell headquar- 
ters skyrocketed Friday after a 
week in the doldrums, campaign 


spokesman Ellis Conklin said. 

“We have some good news 
today," he said. “We are hope- 
ful that King County will be as 
good to us on Tuesday as it was 
this afternoon.” 

According to- the secretary of 
state’s office, about 51,000 votes 
remain to be counted statewide, 
including 10,000 in King 
County, which includes heavily 
Democratic Seattle. King 
County will next report its votes 
on Tuesday. 

Heidi Kelly, Gorton’s cam- 
paign manager, said the cam- 
paign expected CantwcU to gain 
some ground in King County. 
But, she predicted, returns from 
the state’s other counties will 
keep Gorton on top. 

“We still think tfiis is going to 


be a very close race, and we’re 
still optimistic,” Kelly said. 

This weekend. Gorton will 
continue training for the 
Thanksgiving weekend half- 
marathon he plans on running, 
Kelly said. Cantwell plans to 
hang out at the Edmonds home 
she shares with her mother, visit 
with family and watch some 
movies, Conklin said. 

Even when the last results 
come in, this close race likely 
won’t be over. State law 
requires a recount if the race 
ends with a margin of less than 
one-half of 1 percent separating 
the candidates, or about 12,000 
votes. 

Counties must certify their 
final results by Wednesday. The 
secretary of state could order a 


recount on Nov. and the 
actual count probably would be 
done on Nov. 29 and certified on 
Dec. 7, state elections 
Supervisor Gary McIntosh said. 

If Cantwell wins, the Senate 
would be tied 50-50 for the first 
time in a century. If Al Gore 
wins the White House and his 
vice president. Sen. Joe 
Licberman of Connecticut, turns 
over his seat to a Republican 
apppinter., fho GOP member- 
ship would rise to 51 seats. 

If George W. Bush wins the 
White House, his vice president, 
Dick Cheney, would be able to 
break ties in a SO-SO Senate. 

If Gorton wins, the Repub- 
licans get 51 seats. If Gorton and 
Gore win, the GOP will have 52 
scats. 


Agency: Use pepper spray against bears 


CODY, Wyo. (AP) - At least 19 
grizzly lieurs have been killed in 
the Yellowstone area this year, 
including 12 that were shot by 
__hunters, the U,S. Fish and 

Wildlirc^efvtct'rcpoi-jeiJ. 

The high race is prompting the 
agency to urge hunters to carry 
ixjpper spray. 

'i'hai many grizzlies have not 
been killed since the early 1980s, 
and the number will probably 
increase before the year ends, 
said Chris Sen’heen, the agency’s 
grizzly recovery coordinator. 

Government biologists have 
removed five bears this year. 'ITie 
agency is still investigating the 
possibly illegal killing of another 
i>ear or two, Servheen said. 

He believes the high number 
of deatiis is in part due to more 
bears and more people with guns 
in northwestern Wyoming. 

“What we’ve seen is more peo- 
ple using firearms to solve close 
encounters,” he said. “Our goal is 
zero human-caused mortalities, 
but it’s very diffiailt to-do that. 


vve are going lo De more aggres- 
sive in our outreach effort.s to 
hunters, to try and minimize 
these types of occurrences in the 
future.” 

Given enougli notice, either by 
sight or sound, grizzlies tend to 
m.ike themselves scarce, 
although. bears are known to 
wonder into camps in search of 
easy food. 

Also, surprise encounters can 
occur on the trail or when 


hunters leave carcasses unat- 
terided and return later. But 
wliile the law requires people to 
report grizzly deaths, the number 
_pf_encquniers,survived.by. griz- 
zlies is unknown. 

Fish and Wildlife has a long 
record of encounters in which 
people successfully used bear 
spray, Servheen sold. 

The last year without a human- 
caused gri^y death was 1991. In 
1996, one bear was killed by 
humans, Wyoming Game and 


Fish Depanmem biologist Mark 
Brusdno said. 

"We expect to have some level 
of human<aused mortality every 
-.yeac,*J-Bruscino.said.-i!We-are- 
monitoring It, and we arc con- 
cerned about it, but this year 
alone is not going to cause the 
grizzly bear to decline.’' 

Under the Endangered Spedes 
Act, the bears remain protected 
if the annual death rate exceeds 
4 percent of the minimum popu- 
lation estimate.

fires resulted In the clo- 
sure of the wilderness area and 
both the Middle and Main forks 


of the Salmon River in August - 
and prevented wilderness trips 
planned by more than 90 outfit- 
ting businesses and 2,000 guests. 

About 600 hunters with spe- 
cial permits and tags to hunt in 
the area were left wondering 
where they would go. The loss of 
recreation sent shock waves 
through an industry that con- 
tributes between $22 milli on and 
$30 million to Idaho's economy 
each year. 

Fish and Game also received 
reports of deer, elk and bear 
that were burned in the fires. 
Exact figures on the numbers of 
dead animals are impossible to 
tally, and the agency will proba- 
bly never know. 

But despite what happened 
this summer, you ^’t keep out- 
door folks like Hull from their 
beloved Middle Fork, a lOO-mile- 
long river that cuts through the 
largest chunk of wilderness in 
the Lower 48. It is one of the 
original eight rivers designated 
as Wild and Scenic in 19^. 

After the smoke cleared this 
fall, fly anglers again began 
stalking the Middle Fork's cut- 
throat trout. Floaters hit its 
wortd-'r'ehowned'rapids. Hikers 
and backcountry horse riders 
continued to traverse its wild 
trails. Hunters stalked big gome 
and upland birds in mountain 
solitude. 

And thousands of whitewater 
boaters will rig up their rafts 
and kayaks next spring and 
Shoot its rapids. Life goes on 
along the Middle Fork. 


RZcrcationists who love the

mer at reports of fire raging 
through the area.

Stauffer’s outlook for the 2001 
recreation season in the wilder- 
ness: 

• The Middle and Main forks 
of the' Salmon River will be 
open to boaters as usual next 
season. 

• The river permit lottery 
application period in December 
and January will go os usual this 
winter. Floaters will wait by 
their mailboxes in February, 
hoping for permits. 

Because demand is so high to 
float Idaho’s top rivers, the U.S. 
Forest Service has to conduct a 
lottery to pick river runners. Of 
the more than 14,000 river rats 
who apply for permits on four 
rivers - the Main Salmon, Snake 
River in Hells Canyon, Sclway 
and Middle Fork of the Salmon 
-> about 9,000 make the Middle 
Fork their first choice. 

• There will be no cutbacks in 
the number of pennits for river 
trips. In 1999, 371 permits were 
issued for the Middle Fork for 
the high-usc season of June 
through mid-September. 

The odds against getting a 
Middle Fork trip will still be 
around 24 to one. 


SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) - 
Police have linked two separate 
abduction cases involving a total 
of five Japanese college stu- 
dents. 

Two students who were 
abducted on Oct. 28 and three 
who were abducted Nov. 11 
described similar perpetrators 
and a similar red'stalion wagon, 
police spokesman Dick Cottam 
said Thursday. 

Eacli abduction involved 
Japanese women who were 
offered rides while waiting at a 
bus stop. All of the students 
escaped or were released by 
their captors. 

“There are cerminly a number 
of things that would appear to 
be similar,” Cottam said, 

Still unknown is the motive 
for the abductions, he said. 

Police refuse to say what hap- 
pened to two of the students 
who were blindfolded and dri- 
ven about half an hour outside 
of Spokane to an unknown 
house, where they were kept for 
about eight hours. 

The students were eventually 
returned late Saturday to the 
campus of Mukogawa Fort 
Wriglit Institute in Spokane. 

Tlie FBI is assisting the inves- 
tigation because those two stu- 
dents may have been taken 
across the state border into 
Idaho, which would make the 
abductions a federal crime. 

More ihan 1,000 students from 
other countries a.e enrolled at 
various Spokanc-arca colleges. 
Many arc upset by the abduc- 
tions. • 

Police have said tliai language 
barriers were slowing their 
interviews with the srudem!?, but 
people of Japanese descent in 
Spokane aren’t buying that 
story. 

“There’s plenty of Japanese 
speakers in Spokane,” Terri 
Anderson. a Spokane 
Community College coordinator 


of multicultural student ser- 
vices, told The Spokesman- 
Reriew newspaper, 

People of Japanese descent 
are particularly concerned about 
a two-week delay after the Oct. 
28 abductions before police 
looked seriously into the case. 

In that case, two Japanese stu- 
dents at Eastern Washington 
University were waiting for a 
bus near downtown Spokane 
when they were offered a ride 
by a man and a woman. 

Instead of being taken to the 
downtown bus plaza, the stu- 
dents were taken to a dead-end, 
road. One was shucked with a 
stun gun, but the two students 
managed to escape and ran to a 
grocery store for help. 

A police officer arrived at the 
grocery store and interviewed 
the students. But he did not file 
a routine report on the incidcni, 
which would have alened detec- 
tives, 'Hie only record of the Oct. 
28 incident was a note that the 
people involved did not want to 
file a complaint. 

Cottam said the police inter- 
nal affairs section was investi- 
gating why n report was not 
filed. 

Last Saturday, three Japanese 
college students at Mukogawa 
were waiting for a bus when a 
woman offered them a ride. The 
students, who had been in the 
United Slates for about two 
months, climbed into the red, 
four-door station wagon. 

Instead of downtown, the dri- 
ver headed down a private dirt 
lane, and met two men in anoth- 
er car who handcuffed the three 
students., 

Ouc of the students was trans- 
ferred to another car, and man- 
aged to talk her captor into 
releasing her. The other two 
were blindfolded and held for 
more about eight hours before 
they returned to the campus 
area.

j Many in Kanost’s racially 
^jverse Montbello neighborhood 
Ire working class. The neighbor- 
jiood was developed in the 1960s 
jtnd 1970s. Some, like Kanost, did 
not know the extent of the conta- 
jnination at the arsenal, now inac- 
2ive except for environmental 
lleanup projects. When he 
J>ouglit his house, Kanost said ho 
was intrigued with the idea of 
having a wildlife refuge in his 
backyard. 

\ "I didn’t have to worry about 
lhat area being developed," 
Kanost said. 

- His dream of an affordable 
Jome next to where deer, owls, 
ivolves and other wildlife live was 
liuickly .shattered. It was only 
after he bouglit his hou.se that he 
•learned the full extent of the 
nrsenal’.s history. 

- One factory called the South 
3*l<int, built in 1943, manufac- 
tured mu.stard gas. blistering 
agent.s, and napalm during World 
War II. It was later leased to Shell 
^hemical Co., which manufac- 
tured herbicides and pesticides, 

- -including-DDT whidt was banned 
In the 1970s. The factory has 
been dismantled and removed as

2011 , said arsenal spokeswoman 
Ruth Mecham. 

Another factory called the 
North Plant was a classified mili- 
tary installation that manufac- 
tured sarin from 1953 to 1957 and 
later ms ased to destroy obsolete 
chemical weapons, Demolition on 
the North Plant has recently 
started and dcanup continues on 
several sewers and other sites 
used to dispose of industrial 
waste. 

Workers continue to make dis- 
coveries during cleanup. Four 
years ago, workers found a sarin- 
filled bomb inside the walls at the 
North Plant. It apparently had 
rolled off a conveyor belt during 
manufacture and wedged itself 
iliere, Mecham said. 

On Oct. 16, workers removing 
indu.strial waste from a scrap pile 
between the factories found a 
grapefniit-sized M-139 bomblet 
filled with 1.3 pounds of sarin. 


Sarin, the same chemical used in 
a Tokyo subway attack in 1995 
that killed 12, IdUs by paral}ndng 
the lungs and other vital organs. 

The bomblet and two others 
recently found there were pan of 
a battlefield missile known as the 
"Honest John" which carried 368 
bomblets, each designed to kill 
everyone witliin 900 feet of deto- 
nation. 

Officials arc testing a system to 
dispose of the bomblets. Officials 


ore leaning toward a system 
c^led "chemical digestion" to

While the lethal effects of sarin 
are well documented, the effects 
o( exposure to small amounts is 
unlaiown. The agend is suspected 
of causing widespread illness 
among Gulf War veterans. 

, Colorado Gov; Bill Owens has 
asked for a complete threat assess- 
ment of the junk piles remaining 
to be removed. People living near- 
by, meanwhile, have mixed feel- 
ings about their neighbor. Some 
residents keep a sense of humor 
about the arsenal’s danger. 

*^y husband has lived in this 
neighborhood all' his life and he 
seems to be OK,” said Mary 
Reese, 35. “And people talk 
about two-headed owls but I’ve 
never seen any.” 

Kanost is more ambivalent. 

“Pm concerned, but what can 1 
do about it?” Kanost said, as he 
twk a break from working on his 
pickup track. “I can’t go out there 
and lake care of it. And 1 can’t 
move. I can’t go anywhere.”

The Richard Lopez people now j 
know hears little resemblance to f.

workers and soccer administra- 
tors. 

.fVleman is a coach with Gate 
City Youth Soccer and father of jj 
young soccer players.

ANSWER: It depends on what 
the double means and whether 
you use transfer bids or not. If you 
use transfers over a double, I sug- 
gest a two-diamond cull, asking 
partner to bid hearts. You can 
then raise to three hearts, inviting 
game. If you must bid hearts your- 
self, with the lead coming through 
partner's strength, I suggest a 
timid bid of two hearts, assuming, 
of course, that RIlO's double 
promises the strength of an open- 
ing no-trump bid.

JEROME - They didn’t have to restock the 
shelves at Wal-Mart last month when 
PlayStation 2 went on the market, 

“We had - 1 can’t remember - maybe 36 of 
them, and they were gone in a few minutes,” 
said Jeff Htmaeh, the store manager. “I sus- 
pe« well get more (before airistmas), but I 
don’t know that for sure - and I don’t know 
when. That’s up to our buyers - and to Sony.” 

The can’t-do-without item for tliis Chrl-;ima’i 
season is a new electronic game console vrilh 
screaming-fast, lifelike r/apliics diockablock 
with digital combat, boxing, hockey, football 
and other high-energy pursuits. 

It retails for $299 and it commands up to 
$700 in the secondary market on the Internet. 
Since it debuted in Japan lost March 4, Sony 
has shipped 3 million units. 

Very few on them can be found on store 
shelves in the Magic Valley. “They tell us 
we’U be getting more, but they don't say 
when,” said James Wyatt, who manages the 
electronics department at Twin Falls' Target 
store. “Sony’s in control of the market.” 

Sony claims it has encountered a parts 
shortage, radudng the number of systems it 
could delivd: by the Oct. 25 launch date from 
I million to 5(X),0(X). 

“Sony is guilty of overhyping and imdcrdc- 
livering, a classic problem in (he gaming 
Industry," PJ. McNcaly, a < onsumcr electron- 
ic game analyst, told the Orlando, Fla., 
SentineL 

“Sony wnhts it to be the multifunction, end- 
all, be-aD device in the living r m,” McNcaly 
said, “but nn not sure people e looking for 
that, since many already have cable boxes 
and VCRs.” 

Regardless, Playstation 2 seems certain to 
attract a mass, acdon-gamc loving crowd with 
a lineup that includes 26 games at launch, 
another 26 by Christmas -> and many more

The electronic ^ant is trying lu position the 
PlayStation 2 as more than just a game box by 
including a DVD drive, allowing families to 
-watch movies. Sort of a two-for-ihe-price-of- 
one entertainment system. 

"The PlayStation games arc selling pretty 
well,” Wyatt said. “They’re dc&igncd so that 
they can be played on PlayStation 1 consoles 
loo. but of course the graphics don't look as 
good as they would on a PlayStation 2 con- 
sole.” 

PlayStation 2 joins a crowded market for 
electronic game sets, including the Nintendo 
64 and the Sega Drcamcast, with a big push 
expected next year by Microsoft’s X-Box and 
Nintendo's ncxt-gcncmiiun Gamcaibc. 

The electronic gaming market is made up 
mostly of males from 6 years old to 50-pIu.s 
and includes all demographics. Those who 
hove to have a new game console as stMin as it 
siiips fall mostly in the 18-10-25 age bracket. 

Sony said it expects to supplement the 


500,000 systems available at launch with an 
additional 100, (X)0 games a week thrmighnul 
the Christmas sca.son. 

By the end of the year, analysts said there 
may lie 1.3 million Playstation 2s sold in the 
United State.s. That numlx.T i.s likely to nearly 
double by ibe end of March 2001. /tdding 
another 1.2 million in Europe to earlier sales 
in Japan, the global base could reach 10 mil- 
lion by the end of March next year. 

Even that numlKT pales in comparison with 
the 73 million systems sold of the first 
PlnySiniion. which ha.s been on the market for 
several years. 

“This is a product that people stand in line 
to get," Hanssen said, “Unfortunately, we 
can’t tell them when to expect it."

Cancer 
is an emotionally charged dis- 
; Wise, implying fatality and the

There may come a time when'the 
quality of the animal's life is far 
more important than the quanti- 
ty of time they have Irft. At that 
point, our focus shifts from "cure 
at all cost” to “aggressive com- 
fort treatment;” the pet equiva- 
lent of hospice and palliative 
care. 

Hospice and palliative care 
foctaes on living with dignity in 
the face of illness; it is a philoso- 
phy - not 0 physical place.

PROVIDENCE, R.I. - Brown 
University is the third most 
expensive private four-year col- 
lege in the country, costing more 
llian any of the Ivy Leogue institu- 
uons. 

Brown is also one of 35 colleges 
where four years of tuition will 
cost more than 5100,000, accord- 
ing to figures compiled by the 
College Board and listed in The 
Chronicle of Higher Education. 

According to the latest College 
Board .data, tuition at four-year 
private institutions increased by 
5.2 percent last year and rose by 
4,4 percent at four-year public col- 
leges. 

Once again, tuition has out- 
paced inflatioti. whidi rose by 3,4 
percent during approximately the 
same period.

O', after the nursing honv: spoiisc 
ujcs, the income stream will not be 
subject to estate recovery. 
However, convcrting'thc asset to 
an income stream raises a wltole 
other specter of income limitation 
issues which must be dealt with. 

An IRA is a countable asset 
when determining Medicaid eligi- 
bility bccau» - unless annuitized 
and tiurjcd into an income stream 
- most IRAs can be withdrawn by 
the applicant m any time. .V com- 
munity spouse’s IRA will not count 
some stales, but has counted in 
. others. Where counted as a 
resource, the community spouse 
should consider converting the 
IRA into an annuity, thereby 
dianging the nature of the account 
from a resource into an income 
stream. 

IRAs and pensions cannot be 
tran.sfenrcd from spou.se to spouse. 
While a .spousal beneficiary can 
roll a deceased spouse’s IRA into 
her own IRA, if an IRA is removed 
from the name of one spouse and 
placed in the name of the other, 
there will t>e a constructive distrib- 
ution to the beneficiary of the 
entire balance in the account - 
meaning immediate taxation and 
possibly penalties.

Q. Where cun I gel a list of dis- 
abling impairments for Social 
Security disability? 

A. “Disiihility Evaluation 
Under Sttdiil Security," SSA Pub. 
No, 64-039, contain.s the medical 
crit(.‘ria dial Social Security use.s 
to determine disability. It is 
intended primarily for physicians 
and other health profcs.sionals.

A. As a widow, you can receive • 
benefits from Social Security as 
curly as age 60. The amount you 
receive depends on your age and 
the amount of benefits your hus- 
band would have been entitled to 
when he died. Widow’s benefits 
range from 71.5 percent of a 
deceased husband's benefit 
amount, up to 100 pcrtlcnt. That 
means that if you wait until ago 
65 to begin receiving widow’s 
benefits, you'll receive 100 per- 
cent of what your husband would 
have received if he were still liv- 
ing. 

Q. My son Just enlisted in the 
Navy. Do people in the militnty 
pay Social Scewity taxes? 

A. Yes, people who serve in the 
military services on active duty 
or on active duly for training 
have paid into Social Security 
.since 1957. While those who 
served in the military before 
1957 did not pay into Social 
Security, their Social Security 
record.s are credited with special 
earnings for Social Security pur- 
pose.s.

Cost of Thanksgiving dinner goes down 


WASHINGTON (AF) - Here's 
something to be thankful for; A 
traditional Thanksgiving Day 
dinner will cost less this year 
than iasi, a farm group says. 

A dinner for 10 people this 
year will cost S32.37. down S1.46 
from 1999, according to an annu- 
al survey by the American Farm 
Bureau Federation. It is the first 
time the Thanksgiving dinner 
price has dropped since 1991, 
the group said. 

Tile drop reflects a decline in 
the cost of a wide range of food 
items, including milk, sweet 
potatoes, the turkey itself. 

"What we are seeing is a fairly 
large supply of pretty much 
every commodity produced in 
this country." said Joe Miller, an 
economist for the farm group.

We ve seen low prices at the 
farm level for t;vo or three years 
now," and those declines are

For this 
recipe, canned pumpkin purtie 
without sugar works well and is 
easy, but fresh pumpkin is the 
l)est. It has a bri^iter, more deli- 
; cate flavor. 

• Preparing pumpkin: 1 prefer 
to roast the pumpkin with brown 
sugar. Quarter the pumpkin and 
remove the seeds. Place the quar- 
ters in a roasting pan and sprin- 
kle them with brown sugar. 

• Roast in a 400-degree oven with a 
little water in the pan until the 
pumpkin meat is tender, about 
j 30 to 40 minutes, depending on 
I tlie -size of the pumpkin. Remove 
the quarters and allow them to 
cool. 

• The fast method: Cut the 
pumpkin into even smaller 
pieces than for roasting. Trim 
away the skin with a sliarp knife. ' 
Rinse the pumpkin under cold 
running water, then season the 
complete surface with brown 
sugar. Wrap each piece com- 


pletely in microwave-safe plastic 
wrap (if you use a bag, rememb^ 
to pierce it with a small hole). 
Place the pumpkin ou a plate 
and cook in a microwave at full 
power for about 6 minutes per 1- 
pound piece. The plastic wrap 
gets very hot, so allow it to cool 
before unwrapping. 

This cheesecake is heavenly in 
itself, but you can make it even 
better by serving it drizzled with 
a bittersweet chocolate sauce.

To make the crust: In a medi- 
um bowl, combine the graham 
cracker crumbs, sugar, dnnamon 
and butter. Transfer to a parch- 
ment-lined and greased cake 
pan, 12 inches in diameter and at 
least 4 inches deep. Press the 
crumbs evenly across the bottom. 

To make llie caramel sauce: In 
a medium, acid-resistant 
saucepan, combine the sugar, 
water and lemon juice. Bring to a 
simmer over high heat and cook 
until the caramel forms, about 
310 degrees on a candy ther- 
mometer. Remove the skillet 
from the heat. Slowly whisk in 
the heavy cream. Return the 
sauce to the heat and cook until 
it is tliickened and dense, about 
10 minutes. Remove from the 
heat and allow to cool. Caution: 
Do not taste anytime during the 
cooking, because the caramel 
will bum you. 

To make the filling: In a large 
mixing bowl, beat the cream 
cheese until smooth. Add 2 cups 
of the warm caramel sauce 


(reserve the rest for topping the 
dieesec^e) and the flour, blend- 
ing until smooth. Scrape down 
the bowl and mix in the pump- 
kin, vanilla and nutmeg, mixing 
well. Add the eggs one by one, 
mixing after each addition and 
scraping down the sides of the 
. bowl. The mixture should be 
smooth. Pour into the prepared 
pan. 

To cook: Place the pan in a 
roasting pan on the lower rack of 
the oven. Add boiling water to 
the roasting pan until it is two- 
thirds of the way up the sides of 
the cake pan. Btdce until the cen- 
ter is well set, about 1 1/4 to 1 1/2 
hours. Remove the cake from the 
water bath and pour the remain- 
ing caramel sauce over the top of 
the cake. Allow the cake to cool 
on a rack to room temperature. 
Refrigerate it overnight to set. 

To serve: Run a knife along the 
edge of the cheesecake to loosen 
It.. Carefully remove the cheese- 
cake onto a parchment-lined plat- 
ter. Cut into 12 slices and place 
on dessert plates. Drizzle the 
chocolate sauce over the cheese- 
cake. Dust with confectioners’ 
sugar sifted through a fine sieve. 
Garnish with a mint sprig. Makes

TF building activity fell in fall

I WIN FALLS - Very little is 
left of this year’s lead. 

After ii strong summer, Twin 
Falls’ construction scene is slow- 
ing this fall, bringing year-to- 
date 2000 down almost to year- 
ago levels. 

Twin Falls’ construction values 
in October slipped 9 percent 
from the year-earlier total. The 
ciiy last month issued building 
permits for projects totaling an 
esumated $2.72 million - that’s 
$272,178 less than in October 
1999 - fur combined construction 
types. 

A year ago, as well, October 
-•as a month for a poor overall 
showing. Due in part to a slump 
in new commercial construction, 
estimated values a year ago fell 
hy half from October 1998’s num- 
bers for all projects that received 
building permits from tlie city. 

While this year’s October 
decline wa.sn't.as dramatic, it still 
erased much of what was left of 
2000's advances over 1999. After 
•shortfalls in May and June, 
strong positive reversals in July 
and August and a plummet from 
the year-earlier level in 
September, last month brought 
year-to-date 2000 down to only 
about $700,000 ahead of the firet 
10 months of 1999 for combined 
construction types. 

The residential side, despite 
more home pennits, comrilHiied 
very little growth to last month’s 
new-construction totals Itecause

October’s number of permits 
for new single-family homes in 
the city climbed to 19 - up from 
14 in Octolxir 1999. Bui the Twin 
Falls homes’ average value 
dropped a hefty 26 percent to 
$81,129 from the $109,392 of a 
year earlier, when values were 
up 8 percent from the $101,696 
average value of October 1998. 

Last momh’.s overage fell short 
of September’s $108.71$ aver- 
age new-home value for singlc- 
fjimily projeas, as well. 

Included in last month’s single- 
family permits were four “zero 
lot line" cownhouscs that Twin 
Falls Development Corp. of 
Burley is building on Hampton 
Way in Twin Fnlis. In plain lan- 
guage, those are adjacent town- 
hou^s that extend all the way to ’ 
their individual property lines, 
making them appear from the

TWIN FALLS - Whether It’s a 
50-caw dairy or o 10,000-cow 
dairy, there are solutions to every

Meatpacker IBP Inc., the target 
of an unsolicited merger offer 
from Smithfield Foods Inc., 
responded Tuesday that it was 
willing to discu.s.s a combitiuiion 
with Smithfield. 

But IBP, tile nation’s large.st 
producer of fresh beef, said it 
wanted Smitiificld to dc.scribo its 
plan for resolving regulators' con- 
cerns about the anti-conipetiiive 
aspects of a merger. 

In addition, Sniithficid should 
con.sider boo.sting its offering 
price, a special committee of IBP 
directors told Smithfield chair- 
man and chief executive officer 
Joseph W. Luter HI in a letter. 


Smithfield Foods, which is 
based in Smithfield, announced 
Monday that it hoped to buy IBP 
tlirougli an exchange of stoii val- 
ued at S2.7 billion, or $25 a share. 
As part of the dc:d, it would lake 
overSl,4 billion of IBP’sdcbt. 

If compieted, their consolida- 
tion would bring together the 
No.l and No.2 pork producers in 
the country and put Smithfield 
into beef production. Smithfield 
is already the largest pork pro- 
ducer and largest liog-raising 
company in the world. 

IBP, based in SouUi Dakota, is 
much larger than Smithfield 1^ 
several measures, including 
annual soles, size of workforce 
and stock-market value. 

According to some estimates, a 
Smithfield-IBP combination 
would control about 40 percent of 
the nation's capacity for produc- 
ing pork and a third of U.S. 
capacity for producing beef. 

Conservation needs 
retooling In 21st century 

SUN VALLEY - Consorvatioii 
issues in the next century are 
going to look a lot like the ones of 
the last century, but how those 
issues arc addressed must 
change. 

Issues like protecting prime- 
agricultural land, improving air 
and water quality, managing for 
healthy forests and restoring 


rangeland are as old as the con- 
servation district movement 
itself, said Neil Sampson, who 
started his career as a conserva- 
tionist with the old Soil 
Conservation Service in Idaho. 
He attended his Hrst Idaho 
Association of Soil Conservadon 
Districts convention in 1960 in 
Coeur d'Alene. 

What's changing is the people 
who need help with resource 
problems and how to reach them. 
All across the nation, wherever 
Sampson studies as head of his 
Alexandria, Virginia-based natur- 
al resources consulting business, 
farmland 

ownership is increasingly being 
divided into two camps: small 
tracts and mega forms. 

Owners of small tracts often 
have urban backgrounds, jobs off 
the property and access to 
tremendous amounts of informa- 
tion. They don’t know that con- 
servation distrias even exists. 

On the opposite end of the 
spectrum arc the mega farms, 
that have grown so' large that 
there isn’t time for conservation. 

Working with either group i.s 
not going to be like working with 
the family farmer of the last half 
century. 

“You can't go out and find 
those people one at a time. 
You're way outnumbered. You’ve 
got to find ways that they can 
find you when they need help." 


Truckers get more time at home, comforts

A promise of more time at

keep both long-timers and Inex- 
perienced drivers behind the 
i wheel. 


“The greater majority of the 
people in the bu.sincss-. . .-want it 
to be more of an office job wliere 
they are home on the weekend," 
said Bob Thomas, director of 
resource development at FFE 
Transportation Services, tlie 
nation’s largest publicly held 
refrigerated-trucking company. 

“They want to see their chil- 
dren grow up,” he .said. 

That idea has surprised indus- 
try officials and has lieen brouglii 
home by tlie current driver short- 
age. e.siimated by the Federal 
Higliway Administration at more 
than 80,000 men and women. 
That’s on top of the 2.7 million 
drivers already on the road, 
according to the U.S. Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. 

“The younger generation is a 
lot less apt to put up with this 
than 10 to . 20 years ago," 
Morchoase said. 

When the driver shortage 
began in the early 1990s, most 
compames tliought they could fill 
void with stepped-up recruit- 
ing. Ultimately, managers found 
^t the costs of hiring and train- 
ing didn't always give them the 
payoff theysou^t. 

As companies coped with short- 
ages, the demand for drivers’ ser- 
vices was growing. 

Between 1992 and 1997, the ' 
amount of freight hauled nation- 
ally grew by 1.5 billion tons to 
6.67 billion tons a year, according 
to the highway administration. In 
Texas, truck freight has groivn by 
25 percent this decade, the Texas

says. 

The strong economy aggravat- 
ed the driver deficit. 

“In the past, there was just a 
.shortage in the long-hoUl busi- 
ness,” said Bill Webb, a trans- 
portation association spokesmoa 
'Today, it’s in the short distances 
as well. Tlierc’s even a shortage 
of bus drivers. The driver short- 
age is probably the most impor- 
tant issue facing our industry in 
the future.” 

So companies are trying to flg- 
ure out how to keep their drivers 
on the road. 

J.B. Hunt, one of the nation’s 
largest over-the-road trucking 
companies, believes higher pay 
may be the answer. Next year, for 
example, salaries for the least 
experienced Hunt truckers will 
grow from $27,000 to $40,000, 
company officials say. The aver- 
age trucker salary is $35,000 a 
year, according to a survey 1^ the 
iVmerican Truckers Association. 

Comfortable equipment also 
has become on issue. 

"Beds used to be 1-inch-thick 
mattresses on a piece of steel," 
Thomas said. "Today, there are 
la^ sleeping arrangements.” 
Long-haul trucks now have 
hookups for refrigerators, televi- 
sions, microwaves and computers. 
Surveys show that 80 percent of 
today’s drivers are wired to the 
Internet, which helps them keep 
in touch with home. 

“Whether it’s a busted sink at 
home or a baby went to the doc- 


tor, they can know about it," 
Thomas said. 

Some companies are devising 
schedules that allow truckers to 
coach Little League and watch 
school plays. 

“The drivers on the regional 
runs certainly stay with you 
longer than drivers on the 46- 
state system," Thomas said. 

The new scheduling requires 
coordination among dispatchers 
that has only become possible 
with satellite technology. Using 
satellites, dispatchers can now 
track their trucks 24 hours a day. • 

One unintended result of the 
new schedules and technologies is 
the end of the road for the coast- 
iQcoast convoy, in which pad« of 
truckers traveled together and 
used CB rodios to avoid state 
troopers and speeding tickets. 

"Convoys are gone," said 
Grider. “The relay system is 
becoming more and more popu- 
lar." 

Trucking industry officials say 
they’re pleased that short-haul 
routes are helping retain ^vers. 
Indusdy groups expea the trend 
to grow. 

Even SO, there will always be a 
place for a trucker whose only 
address Is his rig and only desire 
is to travel the open road for 
weeks on end. 

"There’s freedom. There’s 
nobody looking over your shoul- 
der," Grider said. "You see things 
driving these trucks that most 
people wouldn’t see in a life- 
time."

Her advice for the holiday sea- 
; ‘ son is straightforward: “Take 
some time to figure out what you 


really like about the holidays. 
Also figure out what you do not 
like. Then eliminate what you 
don’t like. It’s so simple.” 

So if you really don’t like to 
send Christmas cards, don’t send 
them. If you don’t want to buy 42 
presents for siblings and In-laws 
and cousins this year, talk to rela- 
tives and agree to cut down the 
list. One advantage, she ad^ is 
^t “you won’t find yonrself pay- 
ing off the credit card bills a year 
later.” 

In. New York, Carrie Tuhy is 
managing editor of Real Simple, 
a magazine, that debuted last 
April and already has grown to a 
circulation of more than a mil- ■ 
lion. 

She believes that in many 
ways, we’ve become the victims 
of our own prosperity. Surveys 
indicate many people feel 
stressed at the end of the day, 
yearn for more leisure lime and 
want simpler lives. 

"In many ways, this is a won- 
derful moment for women,” she 
said. “But it is multifaceted and 
makes many demands on them.

Yet another view comes from 
Betsy Taylor, executive dirwtor 
of the Center for a New 
American Dream in Takoma 
Park, Md. Founded in 1997, the 
nonprofit center urges individu- 
als and Institutions “lo change 
the way they consume to improve 
their quali^ of life and reduce 
the impaa on the environment.” 

A recent phone survey done for 
the center by Opinion Research 
Corporation International found 
84 percent of the 1,035 people 
contacted would prefer holidays 
that ore less materialistic, and 55 
percent said they actually pl^ to 
spend less or otherwise simplify 
celebrations this year. 

For Taylor, it has boiled down 
to reducing the emphasis on 
things and, instead, focusing on 
relationships with family and 
friends, on volunteer work, on 
the outdoors. 

"Por example, I started work- 
ing a four-day week,” Taylor said. 
“I can't afford a bigger kitchen, 
but I do have time to play jazz 
piano." 

As the holidays approach, the 
center’s Web site - with the 
motto “more fun, less stuffl” - is 
filled with members’ ideas for 
gifts ranging from homemade 
framed photos to do-it-yourself 
bird houses and a collection of 
family redpes. 

Taylor’s family, meanwhile, has 
its own holiday tradition. Her 
kids along with neighbors’ chil- 
dren get together and make gift 
boxes stuffed with “necessities 
and pleasures" ranging from mit- 
tens and hats to water colors and 
chocolates.

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Class divisions may change in America

NEW YORK - After having 
defined why his view of the 
. economy was superior to that of 
. his opponent, it might disap- 
point the next White House 
occupant to hear economistb 
declare that the candidates’ 
views actually were quite similar 
to one another. 

Moreover, that whatever dif- 
ferences existed might not m^e 
a whole lot of difference in the 
economy’s future. 

It could have something to do 
. , with the belief that the tenuous 
balance of power between the 
^ , major political parties might 
. m:^c It difficult for the president 
. to i^datc new programs, but not 
. , entirely by any means. 

; Economist David Wyss stated 
his view with unequivocal clarity: 
“The fact is," he wrote in an 
analysis for Standard & Poor’s, 
“that th^ jprograms were similar 
■ and neither was likely to be 

, .passed in pure form." 

nmt mi^t be just a viewpoint, 
but it at least hints at why econo- 
_ mists seem not to be overly con- 
.. censed about the significance of 
r., . issues that have their political 
, . , counterparts in an uproar. 

. “Ihe election has little impact 
. ,t on our forecast," said Wyss, and 
he added, “despite all the protes- 
, tations of differences between 


the two candidates." 

Judging by the general flavor 
of comments, however, what 
economists do find si^ilficant is 
(he sharp division of voter view- 
points between young and old, 
urban and rural and rich and 
poor. 

Granted that varieties of expe- 
rience and viewpoints, however 
small, arc considered a peculiarly 
American strength, those deep 
divisions ore as important in eco- 
. nomics os in politics. 

Take heed. Divisions don’t only 
widen. Sometimes they shrink. 

For example, unlike in the 
years before Soda! Security and 
defined pension plans, “rich" was 
seldom associated with the elder- 
ly. You might even recall the 
admonition to the young: "Save 
now for old age when your com- 
ings will be less and youll be in a 
lower tax bracket." 

Today, it isn’t ncccssoril' '.o. In 
fact, and thanks to the sioc.. mar- 
ket and the sale of houses at ris- 
ing prices, the great concentra- 
tion of financial assets is now 
with .those nearing or in retire- 
ment 

The young, in contrast, must be 
patient. They have rising incomes 
but lots of debts. They have the 
tax burden of maintaining Sodal 
Security benefits for the elderly, 
but a long way to go for benefits 
themselves. 

But the division, dear-cut os it 


is now, isn’t static, and political 
candidates can’t survive Uniting 
so. Things are In flux perhaps 
more so than ever before. 

Has^g grabbed the first rung, 
minorities arc ascending the eco- 
nomic ladder. Electronic technol- 
ogy is changing old concepts 
about urban and rural. And the 
young conceivably could inherit a 
pot of gold. 

Today’s young might receive 
less in Sodal Security than did 
(heir parents, but they could 
become even richer in retirement 
because of bigger pension plans.

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CHICAGO - Investors usually 
look to the stock market for a 
quick reading of Corporate 
America’s finandal outlook. 

But for all the recent volatility 
on Wail Street, nothing com- 
pares to the crash of the corpo- 
rate bond market. 

Overshadowcd..hy all the 
brcatlilcss coverageof the daily 
corporate earnings disappoint- 
ments and warnings - and pre- 
dictable stock price plunges - 
the drop in corporate bond 
issuance and dramatic increase 
in yields carry potentially far- 
reaching implications for the 
U.S. economy. 

Spooked ^ some high-profile 
credit warnings, more investors 
have been chasing a declining 
pool of Treasury bonds rather 
than taking a chance on corpo- 
rate bonds at a time of stock 
market volatility and uncertain- 
Qr. The premiums companies are 
being forced to pay investors to 
buy bonds are indicating a more 
pronounced economic slowdown 
than previously thought. 

Yields on investment grade 
corporate issues in the Merrill 
Lynch corporate bond index 
reached a lO-year high in May, 
paying an averpgc premium of 
1.79 percentage points over 
Treasury bonds - and the premi- 
um has fallen little since. 

“Tlie corporate market is in a 
state of disarray," said Bruce 
Young, president of Mesirow 
Financial in Chicago and head of 
the firm’s institutional markets 
division. ".Spreads have widened 
to the greatest levels I’ve seen.” 
Fears of a not-$o-$oft landing 
for the economy, global political 
unrest and slower growth in cor- 
porate profits are driving the 
higher premiums - and the cli- 
mate could get uglier from here, 
economists said. 

“The markets haven’t priced 
in a.s severe a slowdown as migltt 
be coming,” said Jim Coons, 
chief economist for Huntington 
Bancsharcs Inc. in Columbus. 
Ohio. He expects corporate prof- 
its will grow by 6.4 percent from 
this quarter to next year’s fourth 
quarter, down from expected 12 
percent growth from last year’s 
fourth quancr to this year’s. The 
fourth quarter’s productivity 
growth rate will be 2.8 percent or 
lower, he predicts. 

Clearly, the bond market has 
already noticed some of the pes- 
simism. 

In a matter of days, several 
high-profile companies have con- 
fronted increasing investor 
uncertainty about their credit- 
worthiness. or have been forced 
to sweeten yields just to get 
oncc-routinc bond deals done. 

That means higher corporate 
debt levels - tyhich can dcpre.ss 
stock prices arid dampen 
appetites for major capital 
expenditures in new plants or 
acquisitions, corporate finance 
expens said. 

In this climate, the overall 
market is shrinking - corporate 
debt offerings fell about 6 per- 
cent in the first six month.-; of 
this year from year-ago levels - 
and some of the best-known 
names in Corporate America 
have had to jack up yields to 
secure much-needed credit. 

Upscale retailer Nordstrom 
Inc. was forced in October to 
sweeten the yield margin on 
$300 million in five-year notes to 
3.375 percentage points above 
Treasuries. Moody's Investors

Consumer products conglomer- 
ate Unilever boosted yields 
when it priced a recent $7 billion 
iuuancc, and the parent corpora- 
tion of California utility Pacific 
Gas Sc Electric had to include a 
pledge on its recent bond offer- 
ing that limits its ability to take 
on more debt going forward. At 
least two European telecom 
bond offerings have been post- 
poned or pulled from the U.S. 
bond market as well, industry 
sources said. Credit worries have 
also surfaced at such longiimc 
stalwarts as Eastman Kodak Co. 
and Xerox Corp. 

Locally, Rosemoni. Ill.-bascd 
tech pioneer Comdisco Inc. 
pulled a $300 million bond offer- 
ing in June, but had to come 
back in August with another, 
also paying a whopping 3.375 
percentage points over the 
Treasury market. The technology 
services provider has been 
undergoing a massive transfor- 
mation, tying much of its for- 
wncs to investments in Intemcl 
firms. 

“That spread was wider than 
what the company’s tripIe-B rat- 
ing would indicate, but in retro- 
spect even that wasn’t enough, 
because the prices have been 
falling since it came out." noted 
bond analyst Kathy Shanley of 
the “Gimme Credit” newsletter 
in Wilmette, III. 

Stock market volatility, still at • 
yellow-alert levels, further pu.sh- 
es down bond prices and pashes 
up their yields. Until that volatil- 
ity subsides, experts say, corpo- 
rate bonds are moving targets. 

In response, busines.ses are 
cutting back on capital s-pending ' 
forecasts, according to a recent 
survey of lOS members of the' 
National, Association of Bu.siness 
Economists. Although most 
observers have been predicting 
an economic slowdown, this 
could be the beginning of a 
vicious cycle that leads to a 
mudi more dramatic downturn. 

The percentage of firms 
reporting falling capital spend- 
ing in the third quarter was the 
highest since 1992, at 21 percent, 
up from 7 percent in the second 


quarter, the survey found. 
Forecasting the next six months, 
about a quarter expect to cut 
spending. 

“Capital spending plans are 
under pressure as companies see 
slower revenue growth and a 
squeeze on profits," said 
Richard Berner, president of the 
economists group and chief 
economist at Morgan Stanley 
Dean Witter. "Marginal Iwrrow- 
ers won’t get the financing thev 
thought they woiild. This is 
going to put the brakes on eco- 
nomic activity.” 

Chicago-based FMC Corp. 
hasn’t issued corporate debt 
since last year, and all of it car- 
ries fixed rates below 7 percent, 
said treasurer Stephanie 
Kushner. But the trend could 
affect FMC - and many other 
companies - in the near future. 

“As we look forward, we recog- 
nize the cost of new money will 
increase, so it does have a mod- 
est impact on the way we would 
look at future investment.s," she 
said. 

Tlie Russian economic crisis of 
1998 drove the last serious down- 
turn in corporate bonds - and a 
series of quick interest rate cut.s 
by the Federal Reserve rigltted 
the ship - but this decline seems 
to lack a clear consensus about 
what’s driving the trend, or what 
could reverse it. In general, 
observers chalk up the malaise 
• to mounting worries about corpo- 
rate profits, the same worries 
dog^ng stocks these days.
